The Northern Affairs Program — In Context 


Introduction 


Canada’s North is a land of contrasts. It knows both 
the cold of an Arctic winter and the warmth of a mid- 
night sun. People whose ancestors have inhabited this 
land for thousands of years share the North with new- 
comers. Cultures and traditions that are centuries old 
exist among today’s technological advances. Unknown 
resource wealth rests beneath the vast expanse of 
northern land and sea, while fish and wildlife continue 
to provide food and clothing as they have for 
centuries. 


The North is a land of conflicting needs and aspira- 
tions, poised in delicate balance between its rich 
cultural and natural heritage and its vibrant future. 


Indian and Northern Affairs Canada (INAC) works with 
the governments of Yukon and the Northwest Territo- 
ries to encourage northern development that respects 
the needs and aspirations of northerners. The northern 
affairs program of the department oversees resource 
development, environmental protection, preservation 
of the culture and heritage of the North and the politi- 
cal evolution of the territorial and local governments. 


The northern affairs program must maintain a delicate 
balance between many, varied and often conflicting 
interests in order to ensure that the rich heritage of 
the North can be used and preserved for all Canadians. 


This booklet outlines the concerns, the objectives and 
the activities of the northern affairs program and its 
impact on northern life.

Northern lands, northern peoples 


The North makes up 40 per cent of Canada, covering 
almost 3 885 000 square kilometres. Its southern 
borders touch seven provinces from British Columbia 
to Newfoundland-Labrador. As it stretches from sea to 
sea to sea, the North includes the varied landscapes 
of the Arctic tundra and the broad band of boreal 
forests of the sub-Arctic zones. These two regions 
meet along the treeline, a transitional zone which 
separates forest and tundra. 


The people of the North live 
scattered across the vast 
expanse of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories and Yukon. Native 
people form a majority in the 
Northwest Territories. Of the 
total population, 15 900 are 
Inuit, 7 900 are Indians, 2 600 
are Métis and 19 100 are non- 
natives. The Yukon population 
of 23 100 includes 3 800 
Indians and 190 Métis. * 


More than half of the North’s 
residents live in the major 
centres of the North. The Inuit 
live in small communities in the Mackenzie Delta, 
along the mainland coast of the Northwest Terri- 
tories, on the shores of Hudson and Ungava Bays, in 
Labrador and in settlements on the Arctic Islands. 
These communities are situated for the most part on 
bays, river mouths, inlets or fiords. 


In Yukon and the Northwest Territories, only a small 
number of Indians live on reserve lands set aside for 
their exclusive use through treaties and other legal 
arrangements. The treeline generally separates the 
traditional lands of the Indians from those of the 
Inuit. 


For the Inuit, Eskimo-Aleut is the one major linguistic 
family, and although Inuktitut is the only language, 
there are many dialects. Of the 10 Indian linguistic 
families found in Canada, two — a dialect of Klingit, 
and several languages of the Athapaskan (Dene) 
family — are spoken in Yukon and the Northwest 
Territories.

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Government in the North 


Since the 1970s, the people of Yukon and the North- 
west Territories have assumed more of the decisions 
on matters affecting their daily lives and their own 
communities. The territorial governments have steadily 
increased their total number of employees and their 
budgets, a reflection of their growing importance and 
increasing role in the management of the North’s 
affairs. 


Yukon 


In 1978, the Yukon territorial council election was con- 
ducted for the first time under a system of political 
parties. Following this election, in January 1979 the 
leader of the majority party was given the responsibil- 
ity to select and determine the number of elected 
members of the council that would sit on the execu- 
tive committee. The commissioner was instructed to 
accept the advice of the committee in those areas 
where he had jurisdiction under the Yukon Act, except 
for certain subjects of special interest to the federal 
government for legislative or policy reasons. 


In October of the same year, the executive committee 
was replaced by the executive council (cabinet), still 
selected and determined by the elected government 
leader. As well, the commissioner withdrew from day- 
to-day operations of the government, and elected offi- 
cials acting as ministers of territorial government 
departments became responsible for the territorial 
government budget. 


As a result of these changes, the structure of the 
Yukon territorial government now closely resembles 
a provincial structure with the commissioner acting 
as a lieutenant-governor. 


Northwest Territories 


In 1967, the seat of government for the Northwest 
Territories was still in Ottawa, and almost half of its 
members were appointed. Today the territorial council 
meets in Yellowknife. It is fully elected and more than 
half its members are of native ancestry. A majority of 
the executive committee are elected members of the 
territorial council, and these members hold responsibil- 
ity for all departments of government. 


The commissioner of the Northwest Territories chairs 
and is an active member of the executive committee. 
The approval of the commissioner is still required for 
territorial government decisions. 


A party system has not developed in the Northwest 
Territories. The majority native population prefers the 
traditional native consensus methods of decision- 
making to the adversary system of party politics. 


In addition to the main administrative offices in 
Yellowknife, the territorial government also operates 
five regional administrative offices to serve a popu- 
lation scattered over vast areas and distances. 


Political development in the North 


Both the federal government and the territorial 
governments want to encourage the development of 
political institutions that are responsive to the needs 
of northern residents and accountable to their elected 
representatives. 


In 1977, the prime minister 
appointed the honourable 

C.M. Drury as a special repre- 
sentative on constitutional 
development in the Northwest 
Territories. His report, pub- 
lished in 1980, had as one of 
its main recommendations the 
devolution of federal and ter- 
ritorial government responsibili- 
ties based on the principle that 
government Is most responsive 
when decisions are taken by 
those most directly affected. 
Mr. Drury also recommended 
the early settlement of native 
claims and a thorough exami- 
nation by northerners of the 


question of division. 


Following the Drury report, the legislative assembly 
approved in principle a report of its own special com- 
mittee on unity which recommended dividing the 
Northwest Territories into at least two separate territo- 
ries and called for a territorial plebiscite on the ques- 
tion. In April 1982, residents were asked, ‘“‘Do you 
think the Northwest Territories should be divided?” 
Fifty-six per cent of those voting replied in favour of

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subdivision. Support for division was particularly 
strong in the eastern region. 


In November 1982, the federal government announced 
several landmark policy decisions in response to the 
continuing political aspirations of both native and 
non-native northerners. It confirmed its longstanding 
commitment to the goal of responsible government for 
Yukon and the Northwest Territories. As a means of 
giving the northern governments greater responsibility 
and accountability, it undertook the development of a 
formula-based approach to financing the territorial 
governments. 


At the same time, the federal government accepted in 
principle the division of the present Northwest Territo- 
ries. Federal willingness to ultimately divide the North- 
west Territories will depend upon continued support 
for division by a majority of its residents. Other neces- 
sary conditions to division include the resolution of 
native land claims, the achievement of consensus 
among northerners on the location of boundaries and 
the distribution of powers between territorial, regional 
and community levels of government. 


The federal government also agreed to amend the 
Yukon Act as soon as native claims have been settled. 
This step will confirm in law the progress already 
made in achieving responsible government in Yukon. 


In March 1983, the historic first ministers conference 
on aboriginal and treaty rights brought native leaders 
from all of Canada together with the first ministers of 
the federal, provincial and territorial governments. The 
ongoing process which resulted from that conference 
will also affect constitutional development in the 
North. 


An additional item for discussion in the ongoing pro- 
cess is Section 42 of the Constitution Act, 1982 which 
provides for the extension of existing provinces into 
the territories and the establishment of new provinces. 
The prime minister agreed to invite representatives of 
Yukon and the Northwest Territories to participate in 
discussions at the next constitutional conference on 
any agenda item that, in the prime minister’s opinion, 
directly affects the territories. 


The first ministers conference also agreed to an 
amendment to the Constitution Act, 1982 which will 
include under “treaty rights’ those rights which now 
exist by way of land claims agreements or rights that 
may be acquired in future agreements.

Federal programs and services in the 
North 


Both territorial governments finance their operations 
through a combination of their own revenues and 
federal funds. As neither Yukon nor the Northwest 
Territories generate sufficient revenues to finance all 
costs of local services or capital projects, the shortfall 
is supplemented by federal operating grants. 


In 1981, total federal expenditures per capita, includ- 
ing transfer payments and direct expenditures, came 
to $10 132 for Yukon and the Northwest Territories 
combined.* 


As citizens of Canada, northerners benefit from univer- 
sally available federal programs such as family allow- 
ance, old age security and unemployment insurance. 
In addition, other programs and services are provided 
for aboriginal peoples by the Canadian government. 


Fifteen federal departments offer programs aimed at 
Canada’s native peoples, including Indian and North- 
ern Affairs Canada (INAC), Health and Welfare 
Canada (HWC), Employment and Immigration Canada > 
(EIC) and the Department of Regional Industrial 
Expansion (DRIE). INAC accounted for three-quarters 
of the $1 950.8 million total for these programs in 
1982-83. 


Most services to the Inuit of the Northwest Territories 
are delivered by the territorial government, which 
receives more than 80 per cent of its revenues from 
transfers from the federal government. 


Similar services are provided to the Inuit of northern 
Quebec, partly by the Quebec government and partly 
by the elected local government bodies that were 
established as a result of the James Bay and Northern 
Quebec Agreement of 1975. The federal government 
contributes a share of funding for these services. 


In Labrador, the Newfoundland government adminis- 
ters services to Inuit under a federal-provincial cost- 
sharing agreement. 


Federal programs for status Indians living on reserves 
include education, health, social assistance, justice, 
housing and community infrastructure, as well as

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funding for cultural programs, band government and 
economic development. 


Although the federal government takes the view that 
Status Indians living off-reserve should receive basic 
local services available to any other citizens, the 
government does provide some services directly to off- 
reserve status Indians, such as maintenance grants for 
post-secondary education, economic development 
funding and housing assistance. 


Most basic services for Métis and non-status Indians 
are provided by the province or territory on the same 
basis as for non-native citizens. However, special 
federal programs are available for Métis and non- 
status Indians from Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC), Secretary of State and DRIE. 


Indian and Northern Affairs Canada 


This department carries out 
activities in four major pro- 
gram areas: Indian and Inuit 
affairs, northern affairs, native 
claims and administration. The 
department implements the 
government’s policies concern- 
ing status Indians throughout 
Canada, the Inuit and the two 
northern territories. Specif- 
ically, the department: 


— fulfills lawful obligations of 
the federal government 
arising from treaties, land 
claims settlements and the 
Indian Act; 


— provides for the delivery of 
municipal and provincial- 
type services; 


— assists Indians and Inuit to 
acquire employment skills 
and to develop viable 
businesses; 


— provides transfer payments to the governments of 
Yukon and the Northwest Territories to assist in 
financing municipal and provincial-type services 
for northerners; and

— manages land use, resource development and the 
environment in the North either directly or in 
collaboration with other federal departments. 


Over 400 distinct services are delivered by the depart- 
ment in 11 regions and 64 regional, district and sub- 
district offices and service centres across Canada 

(see page iv). Three-quarters of the department's 
approximately 6 000 employees work in the regions. 


The northern affairs program 


The activities of this program are directed towards 
northern resource development, northern environ- 
mental protection, the co-ordination of scientific 
research efforts in the North and the political, social 
and cultural development of the two northern territo- 
ries. Particular emphasis is placed on the needs and 
aspirations of native northerners. 


Under the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development Act which created the department in 
1966, the program has responsibility to: 


— co-ordinate the activities in the Northwest Terri- 
tories and Yukon of the several departments, 
branches and agencies of the Canadian 
government; 


— undertake, promote and recommend policies and 
programs for the economic and political develop- 
ment of the Northwest Territories and Yukon; and 


— foster, through scientific investigation and tech- 
nology, knowledge of the Canadian North and the 
means of dealing with conditions related to its 
further development. 


The program administers the legislation passed under 
17 different acts. (For a complete list of the acts, see 
page 14) 


Since the Indian and Inuit affairs program also pro- 
vides services to the Indian population of both Yukon 
and the Northwest Territories, it participates in a 
number of special working groups in the northern 
affairs program dealing with issues such as major 
resource development projects.

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Organization of the program 


The program is made up of three branches — northern 
resources and economic planning, northern environ- 
ment, and northern policy and co-ordination — and a 
northern regulatory review group. The program also 
jointly shares responsibility for the Canada Oil and 
Gas Lands Administration (COGLA) with Energy, Mines 
and Resources Canada (EMR). The administrator of 
COGLA reports to the deputy ministers of INAC and 
EMR. 


Northern resources and economic 
planning 


The North is rich in non-renewable resources. Gold, 
silver, copper, lead, zinc, tungsten, cadmium, bismuth, 
coal, asbestos and uranium deposits provide excellent 
opportunities for mining. Huge reserves of oil and 
natural gas lie under the earth’s crust in the North. 
Mining has been the largest non-government employer 
in the North, and exploration for hydrocarbons holds 
the promise of an increase in job opportunities for 
northerners. 


However, in recent years, 
uncertain conditions in world 
markets for non-renewable 

resources have made the econ- 
~ omies of both Yukon and the 
Northwest Territories more 
dependent on federal govern- 
ment expenditures. Yukon has 
no heavy industry other than 
mining, a limited secondary 
industry and no agricultural 
base. : 


In the Northwest Territories 
there is a limited amount of manufacturing and only a 
marginal agricultural industry. Most native communi- 
ties continue to pursue the traditional activities of 
hunting, trapping, fishing and gathering, with incomes 
frequently supplemented by employment in resource 
development industries. 


Both national and northern considerations affect the 
rate and extent of resource development. The northern 
resources and economic planning branch is responsible 
for managing the federal government’s proprietary 
interests in non-renewable resources north of 60°, 
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formulating strategies to 
exploit those resources, devel- 
oping policies and programs 
for northern transportation and 
communications infrastructure 
and reviewing and advising on 
northern development strate- 
gies, policies and plans. 


In collaboration with the terri- 
torial governments and other 
federal departments, the 
branch develops statistical 
data and analyses for northern 
economic planning. It formu- 
lates and co-ordinates develop- 
ment plans for particular 
regions through the mechanism 
of economic development agreements. It also imple- 
ments programs to provide equality of opportunity for 
northern residents, in co-operation with the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories governments. 


The branch is concerned with helping native people to 
respond to the challenges of major resource develop- 
ment. Without such assistance, the magnitude, nature 
and momentum of development could overwhelm 
native communities. 


Northern environment 


The sensitive environment of the North supports a 
fragile ecosystem of plants, birds, animals, fish and 
insects. However, the impact of major resource proj- 
ects or unrestrained development could destroy the 
balance of this delicate world. 


The preservation and enhancement of the environment 
of the North provides the focus for the activities of 
the northern environment branch. The branch is also 
responsible for northern renewable resources which 
include land, forest and water resources north of 602°. 
It co-ordinates and develops policies, plans and regu- 
lations to protect the environment of Yukon and the 
Northwest Territories and the adjacent offshore 
regions, and conducts applied research in this field. It 
also evaluates and assesses the impact of northern 
development and engineering on the northern environ- 
ment, and acts as the northern affairs program’s link

with the Federal Environment Assessment and Review 
Office (FEARO). 


In addition, the northern environment branch adminis- 
ters the surface rights and environmental regulations 
for northern Canada Lands (a total of 3.8 million 
square kilometres) and controls the use of land and 
waters for hydro power developments on federal land 
in the provinces. 


Twenty-five different pieces of legislation (acts of Par- 
liament or sets of regulations) as well as a number of 
special Cabinet directives set out the rules governing 
the many types of development in the North. These 
activities can range in scope from a single person 
prospecting to the construction of a multi-billion 
dollar pipeline. Major resource development proposals 
that affect lands north of 60° and offshore areas must 
each have a social, economic and environmental 
review that may include extensive public consultation.

Northern policy and co-ordination 


Several federal departments and agencies have inter- 
ests in the North, in resource development and in abo- 
riginal peoples. The northern policy and co-ordination 
branch provides the focus for interdepartmental efforts 
to co-ordinate federal and territorial policies and 
programs affecting the North. 


The branch also develops and co-ordinates policies 
related to the department’s activities in the North and 
collects, interprets and disseminates information on 
annual federal and territorial activities and expendi- 
tures related to Canada’s North. It monitors the pro- 
gress toward self-government, administers social and 
cultural programs, plans, conducts and sponsors

research and is the focal point for planning, public 
review assessments and post-permit responsibilities for 
all hydrocarbon transport proposals north of 60°. 


Northern regulatory review 


The northern regulatory review group was established 
to focus on the regulatory, assessment and approval 
processes north of 60° for which the minister of 
Indian and Northern Affairs Canada has direct respon- 
sibility. The group is preparing a Cabinet paper which 
will define the scope of the issue and seek authority 
to conduct a review of northern regulatory processes. 


In close consultation with other branches of the north- 
ern affairs program and the department, other govern- 
ment departments, the two territorial governments, 
industry and other interested parties, a study will be 
done to analyze selected approval and regulatory pro- 
cesses that are directed to industrial initiatives in the 
North, in order to develop recommendations to clarify 
and streamline those processes. 


Canada Oil and Gas Lands Administration 
(COGLA) 


The Canada Oil and Gas Lands 
Administration (COGLA) was 
established jointly by the 
ministers of Energy, Mines and 
Resources Canada (EMR) and 
Indian and Northern Affairs 
Canada (INAC) to administer 
federal regulations governing 
oil and gas exploration on 
Canada Lands. Responsible to 
both departments, COGLA 
implements the Canada Oil 
ae a Act, ce alee in 1982, and the Oil and Gas 
Production and Conservation Act. COGLA also serves 
as the principal point of contact for the oil and gas 
industry regarding matters under those acts. 


Policy direction for COGLA is provided by the policy 
review committee, which includes senior personnel 
from both departments, to ensure that oil and gas 
administration is consistent with both northern and

energy policies and objectives. INAC’s northern affairs 
program provides direction to COGLA respecting 
northern policy objectives and matters relating to 
Canada Lands north of 60°. EMR provides direction to 
COGLA respecting the government’s energy policy and 
matters relating to Canada Lands south of the 60th 
parallel. 


The northern affairs program integrates COGLA’s 
activities with those of the department and provides 
services to COGLA regarding environmental manage- 
ment, socio-economic benefits for northern residents, 
the negotiation of strategies and agreements with 
territorial governments and co-ordination of policy 
and over-all planning in relation to major resource 
projects. 


Native Claims 


Land claims negotiation and settlement have also 
become a federal government priority in the last 
decade. In 1969, the department appointed an Indian 
claims commissioner. In 1973, a policy statement on 
native claims was issued and in 1974 the department 
established the office of native claims. After a review 
of the 1973 policy, the government released separate 
policy statements — on comprehensive claims in 1981 
and specific claims in 1982 — to reaffirm its commit- 
ment to settle claims as fairly and as quickly as possi- 
ble through a process of direct negotiation with the 
claimant groups. There have been some significant 
claims settlements in the 1980s, and land claims nego- 
tiations will continue to be an important departmental 
activity. 


The settlement of Inuit, Dene and Métis claims in the 
Northwest Territories is necessary before decisions are 
taken on the division of the Northwest Territories. 
These outstanding claims represent an important effort 
by the aboriginal inhabitants to define their role in the 
northern and Canadian context. Claims in Yukon must 
also be settled before the Yukon Act can be amended 
to confirm responsible government for Yukon.

Summary 


The past decade has seen great progress toward self- 
determination in Canada’s North. Northerners point 
with pride to the achievements of the last 10 years 
and look forward with optimism to the future. The 
impact of political development, resource projects and 
the settlement of native claims have changed and will 
continue to change life in the North, profoundly 
affecting the lives of northern people. 


The northern affairs program of Indian and Northern 
Affairs Canada will play an important role in the 
growth and protection of the North. Through its activ- 
ities, the program will assist in the social, cultural, 
political and economic development of the land and 
the people north of 60°. As the federal government 
and northerners work together to realize mutual goals, 
the Canadian nation as a whole will benefit from the 
growing strength of the North.
